42 quadrennial assessors, one for each 
township and village and five for the 
cities. 
"Under the Warn*** law one set of 
30 assessors will do the work that 
two forces of men would do under the 
old system and they will receive $4 
per day. They will be under the con­ 
stant supervision of the district as-1 
sessors of this county. 
"While it may seem like asking too; 
much for one small force of assessor* 
to do the work that, under the old 
system, would have requled the effort 
of two corps of inen, the m em bers of 
the state tax commission believe they 
have Imposed a reasonable task. 
The 
job of listing property will no longer 
be a vacation on pay, however, for the 
men doing the work 
W ith respect 
to real estate, the work of assessors 
will be m erely one of revision, as tha 
property is on the duplicate 
at ap­ 
proximately its true value, 
“The greater ¡»art of the assessors’ 
work will be confined to uncover hid­ 
den personal fffoperty, and for this 
they will receive an increase of $1 
per day in salary.

1 he plaintiff points out that she, be 
lug an unmarried woman, was subject 
not only to a tax «<f 1 per cent on her 
whole income in excess of $3,000, but 
w as subject to an additional tax of 1 
pet cent on that portion exceeding $20, 
000 and less than $50,000, an additional 
1 per cent between $50,000 and $75,000 
and an additional 1 per cent between 
$75,000 and $100,000. 


“ Richest Pay Lower Rate.” 
“On tin* other hand.” the declaration 
sets forth, 
if all persons whose In­ 
comes ex«*eed $100,000 a year were 
taxed in the same proportion as the 
plaintiff those with Incomes of $250.- 
000 would be subject not to the addi­ 
tional penalty * * f 5 |>er cent which this 
statute imposes, but 10 per cent; those 
with incomes of $500,000 a year would 
be subject not to a penalty of 6 per 
cent, but 20 per cent; those with in­ 
comes of $1,000,000 would l*e subject 
not to the penalty of 7 per cent, but 40 
per cent, and those with incomes of 
$2,500,000 and over, instead of being 
subject to the penalty of 7 per cent 
which the statute imposes, would be 
compelled to pay 100 per cent—th at is, 
the entire excess of their incomes over 
$2,500,000—Into the public treasury.” 
Incomes ranging from $3.'N)o to $100,- 
000 a year were mainly the fruits of 
laborious industry, the declaration add 
ed. and usually the entire incomes were 
expended by those who earned them in 
supporting their families, while In 
comes exceeding $100.000 were enjoy ed 
mainly by persons of enormous fortune 
who collected them without pecuniary 
risk, serious responsibility or fruitful 
labor.
